THE SWASEY SvuIT BEFORE THE 
U. 8. SUPREME COURT ON A MOTION 
To DismMiss.—Judge Wm. H. Battle, 
counsel for the State, and Hon. W. 
N. H. Smith, counsel for the N. C. 
Railroad, in the Swasey suit, repre- 
serted by Messrs. Brewster & Budd. 
leave this morning for Washington 
city to appear before the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, at 12 o’clock, on a mo- 
tion made by the appellee to dismiss 
the appeal from the decision of Chief 
Justice Waite in the Federal Court 
held in this citv in June last. 

This case is too well known to the 
North Carolina public to need any 
comment. The following is the con- 
clusion of Chief Justice Waite’s de- 
cision, which places the N. C. Road 
at the mercy of Swasey & Co.: 

‘‘It is further ordered and decreed, 
that wnless on or before the first day 
of April, 1875, it shall be made to ap- 
pear to this Court that the said State 
of North Carolina has levied a tax 
sufficient to pay the said arrears of 
interest, and has provided for its col- 
lection, or shall otherwise haye paid 
or secured the payment of the said 
past due interest, then so much of 
the said stock of the State in the said 
North Carolina Railroad Company, 
as may be apportioned to the plain- 
tiff, and those he represents, as may 
be necessary to pay off and discharge 
said arrears of interest, shall be sold 
to the highest bidder for cash. The 
said sale to be made under the direc- 
tion and by the Hon. Samuel F. 
Phillips, the receiver in this suit, at 
the Court House door, in the city of 
Raleigh; sixty days’ advertisement 
having been given of the day and 
place of sale in the Journal of Com- 
merce, a newspaper published in the 
city of New York, and two or more 
newspapers published in the State of 
North Carolina, and that out of the 
proceeds of the said sale, the said 
Samuel F. Phillips shall pay the said 
past due interest, in accordance with 
the report which shall be taken, as 
ordered in this decree of the propor- 
tions of said stock, which shall be 
equitably applicable to the payment 
ot the interest due to the plaintiff 
and those he represents.”’ 

The motion to dismiss stands No. 


687 on the Supreme Court docket, 


and would probably not come up in 
regular order for two or more years,

Resolved, That the Mayor is 
hereby authorized to em ploy counsel 
to examine into the matter, and take 
such legal steps in the premises as 
may be advised by such counsel as 
necessary and proper to preserve the 
dignity. of the corporate authorities 
and the rights and privileges of the 
people of the city of Raleigh in the 
premises.’’ 

After some discussion on the resoe 
lution, Mr. White as ed to be allowed 
to strike out the word “irresponsible’’ 

ersons, which was objected to by 

essrs. Stronach and others, as they 
desired the resolution tio stand as 
introduced. Some time was occupied 
in dilatory motions on tue part of 
those who opposed the resoiution, 
when the further consideration of the 
matter was postponed unti: to-night 
at 73 o’clock, Messrs. Stronach, Pal- 
or post ement, anc essrs. 
White, apd O'Neill 
against, the latter members inaking 
a strenuous effort to force the passage 
of the resolutions through last night.

REMOVING THE CoTTON.—Several 
months ago the City Commissioners 
passed an ordinance requiring all 
the cotton on the streets to be 
removed to the city lot or some 
other lot or enclosure, anywhere, so 
it was not on the streets.

We were opposed to the adoption 
of the ordinance when it was first in- 
troduced, because we saw no neces- 
sity for it, as the cotton on the streets 
did not amount to a blockade, and to 
remove it to a vacant lot would bea 
great inconvenience both to our cot- 
ton factors and the farmers who sell, 
and took occasion at the time to 
commend the action of Mayor Hol- 
den in giving the necessary reiief. 
We regret nowthat Mayor Gorman 
has seen fit, especially at the present 
time, when the streets are almost 
Knee deep in mud, to enforce the or- 
dinance, and hope he may be pre- 
vailed upon to suspend his order for 
a few days at least. .

A Horrible Mode ot Death. 


Tire most frightful suicide which 
has ever occurred within the District 
limits took place yesterday at’ the 
Capitol building, and strange to say, 
but few were aware of the presence of 
the vietim, the circumstances of his 
taking off, or the fatal result, until 
the sud news was noised in the build- 
ing and surroundings. The only 
proposition on record to jump from 
the dome of the Capitol was made 
during the famous Mason-McCarty 
duel, which afterward resulted fatally 
at Bladensburg, 
wherein one of the participants pre- 
vious!y offered to the other to ‘‘tie 
hands together and jump from the 
dome of the Capitol at Washington.” 

Visitors crowded the dome yester- 
day, as vsual, and about 1:50 p. m., 
some of the drivers of the numerous 
equipages in waiting in front of the 
building saw what they thought the 
form of aman come from the top to 
the base of the dome. 
ing along First street east thought 
some one on the inside of the railing 
encircling the base of the statue of 
Liberty had thrown overa coat, or 
lostsome outer garment, prey to 
Parties in the wing of 
the building, looking toward the 
centre portico, saw aman disappear 
from the railing above mentioned, 
and the varous rumors drawing the 
attention of the Capitol police, upon 
an inspection of the roof over the 
eastern portico the dead body of a 
man was found, and it wasat once 
removed to the room of the ,Capitol 
electrician, in the third story of the 
north wing of the centre building.
